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EXAMINER' S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's invention is drawn to a remote camera control device comprising a monitor 
and a remote control to activate various drives to pan or tilt a camera, and to zoom or focus the 
lens to the desired image by a utilization of an unattached monitor (i.e., the remote camera 
control device comprising an image detector operable to provide an image of a viewer of the 
field of view as display by the monitor, and the remote control operable to determine a gaze by a 
viewer upon the image in the field of view in response to the viewer image, and to zoom or focus 
the lens in a direction of the image in the field of view, as well as to selectively adjust a pan 
orientation and a tilt orientation of the camera). 

Applicant's independent claim 1 recites, inter alia, a device for remotely controlling a 
camera having a lens with a structure as defined in the specification (pages 5-8) including a 
monitor operable to display a field of view of the lens, the field of view including images of a 
plurality of objects, and a processor configured to determine a first image of the images of the 
plurality of objects that is being gazed upon by a viewer by generating an image of the viewer's 
face, use a pattern recognition technique on the image of the viewer's face to determine an 
orientation of the pupils of the viewer's eyes wherein a recognition of a outer corner of either eye 
is used as a reference to determine an orientation of the pupils of the viewer's eyes, use a non- 
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parametric model for background subtraction to extract the first image. Applicant's independent 
claim 1 comprises a particular combination of elements, which is neither taught nor suggested by 
the prior art. 

Accordingly, Applicant's claims are allowed for these reasons and for the reasons recited 
by Applicant in Amendments filed 5/22/2003, 9/24/2003, 3/4/2004, 7/19/2004 and 1/24/2005.
